solutely closed on Sunday.

_ No animal among the many species 
utilized by man is more generally cul- 

‘tivated than sheep. From the tropical 
to the Arctic regions they thrive, and 

furnish their breeders with capital 

food and universal material for cloth- 


animals to raise, living and thriving 
best where scarcely any other could 
subsist. The amount of care necessary 
_to be bestowed upon them is small, yet 
the returns from a _ well-conditioned 
gllock are very large. In newly settled 
countries they form the most available 
nucJeus to other branches of stock 
breeding and farming; particularly 1s 
the fact noticeable in Austalia, New 
Zealand and California. These 
countries are blest with a 
mild climate, rolling and moun- 


ly grasses and other vegetable growths 
especially adapted to their growth 
and increase. The fleece commands 
ready sale at remunerative prices, 
which are augmented in due _ propor- 
tion to the care given the handling of 
it. The countries where sheep hus- 
bandry is not a paying industry are in 
low swampy districts, where they are 
subjected to many foot diseases, suffer 
from an abundance of insects, and are 
the prey of wild beasts. Everywhere 
else, however, they do well. No better 
locality than the mountains and table- 
lands of Tennessee could be found for 
sheep husbandry, and it will not be 
many years before immense flocks of 
them will be found roaming over the 
thousands upon thousands of acres of 
land in those regions, at present un- 
occupied and unproductice.—| Southern 
Industries.

Kitchen Notes, 
Seasonings: Season new vegetables 
with a good deal of black pepper as 
well as with salt. There is then less 
danger of their affecting the stomach 
unfavorably. 
Cocoanut jumbles: These.are very 
delicate for tea. Grate one pound of 


a pound of sugar, three eggs, and two 
tablespoonfuls .of flour; beat well to- 
gether, then drop on buttered tins and 
bake. 
Meat Balls: A good way to use up 
bits of cold roast beef is to chop them 
fine, and add about a third of the 
quantity of cracker or bread crumbs, 
stir in enough milk or water to mois- 
ten J, season it well with pepper and 
salt, then roll in balls or flat cakes, 
dip in eggs and fry in butter. 
Spanish Fritters: Cut slicesof stale 
bread about half an inch thick and 
dip each slice at first into milk and 
then into a batter, and fry them in 
butter a nice brown. Arrange the 
slices neatly on a dish, sift sugar and 
cinnamon over them and serve with 
stewed or canned fruit. 

Corn-Meal Muffins are made of one 
cupful and a half of corn-meal, the 
same quantity of white flour, two ta- 
blespoonfuls of baking-powder, half a 
cup of sugar, half a teaspoonful of 
salt, a small tablespoonful of melted 
butter, two eggs, and milk enough to 
make a stiff batter. Bake in gem pans 
for half an ‘hour. 

Beef Omelet: One pound of beef- 
steak, one-quarter of a pound of suet, 
salt, a little sifted sage, 
one egg, and three milk crackers; 
chop the beef and the suet very fine, 
roll the cracker to a powder, mix all 
together, and bake in a shallow tin, or 
put in a small lump of butter ina 
saucepan, and fry the omelet over a 
slow fire. 

Tomato Catsup. —Cut gip tomatoes 
boil one hour, sift through a sieve,and to 
one gallon of juice add oue tablespoon- 
ful each of black pepper, salt, nut- 
meg and mustard, two tablespoonfuls 
each of allspice and cloves, one tea- 
spoonful of cayenne pepper, one pint | 
of vinegar, and two cups of sugar. 
Boil until quite thick, bottle, cork 
while hot, and seal with sealing wax. 


Chicken croquettes may be made of 
bits of cold chicken chopped fine. 
Take a suflicient quantity of milk to 
moisten the chicken; in this stir a 
little flour till it is free from lumps; 
stir the chicken in this. Then dip 
your hands in flour, and make balls of

Chicken Diseases. 

Young chicks are sometimes trou- 
bled with a disease that for a better 
name, we call indigestion. They lose 
their appetite, “bake behind,” 
mope around and die. It is caused by 
feeding sour, uncooked food, lack of 
gravel and green feed. The preven- 
tives are obvious. Feed only cooked 
food, provide gravel and plenty of 
green food. Onion tops or lettuce 
chopped and mixed with the soft food 
is excellent for young chicks and tur- 
keys: Sometimes a cure can be ef- 
fected in the early stages of this dis- 
ease by giving a half teaspoonful of 
croton oil or tincture of rhubarb, and 
then feeding for a few days on cooked 
rice or stale bread soaked in milk and 
seasoned with pepper. A little pul- 
verized charcoal added to the food 
twice a —— to keep the diges- 
tive organs 5f young fowls in good 
order. 


Almond Trunks as Stocks. 

A California correspondent of the 
Rural New Yorker uses the almond as 
a stock for the peach, apricot and 
The grafts grow with great 
vigor, nearly all making a growth of 
ten feet the first year, with side 
branches from one to four feet. They 
were shortened back to keep them 
within bounds the second year, and all 
except the apricots bore well the third 
year. Many years ago we employed 
the hardy bitter almond in New York 
asa stock for the peach, as not being 
liable to the attacks ofthe grub, but 
the advantages gained hardly paid for 
the trouble, andthe practice was given 
up.
